Frank joined 
the Nazi Party in 1927. He beceme a member of tho Reichstag in 1930, 
the Bavarian Stete Minister of Justice in Merch 1933, end when this 
pesition was incorporated into the E i h Government in 1934, Reich 
Minister without Portfolio. He as made a Reichsleiter of the Nazi 
Party in charge of legal Affaire ir 1923, and in the same year President 
of the Academy of German Law. 7^ nk was also riven the rary rank 
of Obergruppenfuchrer in the SA. In 1242 Frank became involved in a 
temporary dispute with Himmler as to the type of legel system which 
should be in effect in Germany. During tlie same ycer he was dismissed 
as Heichsleiter of the dezi Party end as Fresident of the Academy of 
German Law. 

Crimes agairst Peace 

Ihe evidence hes not satisficd the Tribunal thet Frank was suffi- 
ciently connected with the common plan to wage eggressive war to allow 
the Tribunal to convict him on Count One. 

Var Crimes and Crimes against Humanity 

Frank was appointed Chief Civil] Administration Office for cccupied 
Polish territory end, on October 12, 1939, was made Governor General of 
the occupied Polish territory. On October 3, 1939, he described the 
policy which he intended to put into effect by stating? "Polend shall 
be treated like a colony; the £oles w1l become the slaves of the Greater 
German World Empire." The evideuce establishes that this occupation 


policy was based on the complete destruction of Poland as a national 
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entity, and o ruthless exploitation of its human and economic resources 
for the Nerman war effort, All opposition wis crushed with the utmost 
harshness, A reimn of terror wos instituted, backed by summary police 
courts which ordered such actions as the public shoot 
to two hundred Poles, and the widespread shootings of hostages. 
The concentration camp system was introduced in the General Government, 


by the establishment of the notorious Treblinka and Maydanck camns. 


As corly as February 6, 1940, Frank gave an indication of the extent of 


this reign of terror by his cynical comment to a newspaper reporter on 

von Neurath's poster announcing the execution of the Ozech stud nts:

It is undoubtedly true, as argued by counsel for the defense, that some 
suffering in the Generel Government was inevitable as 8 result of the 
ravages of war and the economic confusion resulting therefrom. But the 
suffering was increased by a plenn.i ,olicy of economic exploitation. 
Frenk introduced the deportation of slave leborers to Germany in 
the very errly stages of his administration. On Januery 25, 1940, he 
indicated his intention of deporting cone million leborers to Germany, 
n May l0, 1940, the use of police raids to meet this cuota. 

On August 18, 1942, Frank re orted that he hed already supy 00,000 
workers for the Reich, end expected to be able tí sunply 140,000 more 
before the end of the year. 

The persecution of the Jews was immediately begun in the General 


Governmente The area orieinally cont:ined from 2, 50(

Jews. They were forced into ghettos. subjected to discriminatory laws, 


deprived of the food necessary to avoid starvation, and finally 
systematically and brutally exterminated. On December 16, 1941, Frank 
told the Cabinet of the Governor General? "We must annihilate the Jews, 
wherever we find them end wherever it is possible, in order to maintain 
thero the structure of Reich as 8 whole." By January 25, 1944, Frenk 


estimeted that thers were only 100,000 Jews left. 
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At the beginning of hie testimony, Frank stated that he had a 


focling of "terrible guilt" for the atrocities committed in the occupied 


torritorios. But his defense was largely devoted to an attempt to prove 
that he was not in fact responsible; thet he ordered only the necessary 
pacificetion moasurcs; thet the excesses were due to the activitics of 
the police which were not under his ec trol; snd that he never even 
knew of the activitiss Oi the nenutyaiion camps. t hiv also been 
argucd thet the storvetion was due tc th- aftermath of th. war and 
policies carried ovt under the Four Y-ar Dlan; thet the forced labor 
progrem was under the direction of Sauckcl; and that the extermination 
of the Jows was by the police end SS under direct orders from Himmler. 
It is undoubtedly true tort most of the criminal program charged 
against Frank were put into “fect through the police, that Frank had 
jurisdictional difficultics with Himn or over th: control of the police, 
and thet Hitler resolved many of ese € es in favor of Himmler. 
It therofore may well bc true that some of the crimes committed in the 
General Government voro committed without the knowledge of Frank, and 
even occasionally dà 3 opposition. It may also be true that 
some of the criminal policies put into effect in the Cencral Government 
did not originete with Frenk but were carried out puvru^ni to orders 
from Germany.

These violations, 
as well as those of the Anglo-German Naval Agreement of 1935, have already been 
discussed elsewhere in this Judgment, 

der received the directive of 2l, June 1937 from von Plomborg requiring 
special preparations for war against Austria. He was one of the five leaders 
present at the Hoszbach Conference of 5 November 1937. He claims Hitler merely 
wished by this conference to spur the Army to faster rearmament, insists he 
believed the questions of Austria and Czechoslovakia would be settled peace- 
fully, as they were, and points to the new naval treaty with England mich had 
just been signed.

After the Nazis had come to power von *chtirach, utiliz- 

ing both physical violence and official pr SSure, either drove 


out of existence or took over all youth groups which competed

with the Hitler Jugend. A Hitler decree of  "ecembor 1, 1956, 
incorporated all Verman youth within the Hitler Jugend. By 
the time formal conscription was introduced in 1940, 97% of 
those eligible were already 

Von Schirach used the Hitle: '€ to educate German 
Youth "in the spirit of National Socialism" and subjected them 
to an intensive program of Nazi propaganda. He established the 


Hitler Jugend as a source of replacements for the Nazi Party 


formations. In October 1938 he entered 
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into an agreenentb with Himmler under which members of the 
Hitler Jugend who met SS standards would be considered 
primary source of replacements for the SS. 
Von Schirach also used the Hitler Jugend for pre- 
training. Special units were set up whose primary 
purpose was training specialists for the arious branches of 
the service. On ^ugust 11, 1939, he entered into an agree- 
ment with Keitel under which the Hitler Jugend agreed to 
carry out its premilitary activities under standards laid 
down by the “ehrmacht and the Wehrmacht agrecd to train 
30,000 Hitler Jugend instructors each year. The Hitler Jugend 
placed particular emphasis on the military spirit and 
training program stressed the importance of return of 
colonies, the necéssity for Lebensraum and the noble 
of erman youth to die for Hitler. 
Despite the ve e nature of the activities of 
tler Jugend, however, it does not appear that von 
was involved in the development of Hitler's plan for territor- 
ial expansion by means of aggressive war, or that he participate: 


in the planning or preparation of any of the wars of aggression,

In July 1940, von ?chirech was sppointed Gauleiter of 

Vienna. At the same time he was appointed Reichs Governor 
for Vienna and Reichs Defense Commissioner, originally for 

District 17, including the Gaus of 
Danube and Lower Danube and, after November 17, 1942, for the 
Gau of Vienna alone. As Reichs, Defense Commirsioner, he had 
control of the civilian war economy. As tteichs Governor he 
was head of tho municipal administration of the city of 


Vienna, and, under the supervision 
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of the Minister of the Iy,terior, in charge of the governmental 
administration of the “eich in Vienna. 

Von Schirach is not charged with the commission of War 
Crimes in vienna, only with the commission of Crimes against 
Humanity. As has already been seen, Austria was occupied 
suant to a common plan of aggression. Its occupation is, 
fore, a “crime within the jurisdiction of the Tribunal," 
that term is used in Article 6(c) of the Charter. As a result, 
"murder, extermination, enslavement, deportation and other 
inhumane acts" and "persecutions on political, racial or 


religious grounds" in connection with this occupation constitute 
& Crime against Humanity under that Article. 

As Gauleiter of Vienna, von Schirach came under the 
Sauckel decree dated April 6, 1942, making the Gauleiters 
Sauckel's plenipotentiaries for manpower with authority to 
supervise the utilization and treatment of manoower within 
their Gaus. Sauckel's directives provided that the forced 
laborers were to be fed, sheltered and treated so as to axploit 
them to the highest possible degree at the lowest possible 
expense, 

When von Schirach became Gauleiter of Vienna the depor- 
tation of the Jews had already been begun, and only 60,000 out 
of Vienna's original 190,000 Jews remained. On October 2, 

1940, he attended a conference at Hitler's office and told 
rank that he had 50, ows in Vienna which the “eneral. 


Government would have to take over from him. On December 3, 
1940, von Schirach received a letter from Lammers stating 
that «fter the receipt of the reports made by von Schirach, 
Hitler had decided to deport the 60,000 Jews still remaining

After the ennexation of Austria von Papen retired into private 
life and there is no evidence that he took any part in politics. He 
accepted the position of Ambasssd r to Turkey in April 1939 but no 
evidence has been offered concerning his activities in that position 
implicating him in crimes. 

The evidence leaves no doubt that von Papen's primary purpose 
as Minister to Austria was to ur rmine the Schuschnigg regime and 
strengthen the Austrien Nazis for the purpose of bringing ebout 
Anschluss. To carry through this plen he engaged in both intrigue 
and bullying, But the Charter docs not make criminal such offenses 
against political morality, however bed these may be. Under the Cherter 
von Papen can be held guilty only if he was a party to the planning of 
aggressive war. There is no showirz that he was a party to the plans 
under which the occupation of Auctrie wes a step in the direction of 
further aggressive action, or ev thet he participated in plans to 
occupy &ustría by aggressive wer if Necessary. But it is not established 
beyond & reasonable doubt thet this was the purpose of his activity, 
end therefore the Tribunal cannot hold that he was a party to the 
common plan charged in Count One -r participated in the planning of

were being held there for resettlement efter the wer. In light of the 
evidence and on account of his c ficial position it is impossible to 
believe this claim. 

Seyss-Inquart contends thet ne was not responsible for many of the 
crimes committed in the occupation of the Netherlands because they were 
either ordered from the Reich, committed by the Army, over which he had 
no control, or by the German Higior SS and Police Leader, who, he claims, 
reported directly to Himmler. It is true that some of the excesses were 
the responsibility of the Army, snd thet the Higher SS and Polic> Leader, 
although he was at the disposal of Seyss-Inouart, could alweys report 
directly to Himmler, It is also true thet in certain cases Seyss- 
Inquart opposed the extreme measures used by these other agencies, as 
when he was largely successful in preventing the Army from carrying out 
& scorched earth policy, and urged the Higher SS and Police leaders to

The evidence introduced against Speer under Counts Three and Four 

relates entirely to his participati.n in the slave lebor progran. 

Speer himself hed no direct administrative responsibility for this 

program. Although he had advocated the appointment of a General 

Plenipotentiary for the Utilization of labor because he wanted one 


centrel authority with whom he could deal on labor matters, he did 


not obtain administrative control over Sauckel. Sauckel wes appointed 


directly by Hitler, under the decree of Merch 21, 1942, which provided 


thet he should be directly responsible to Goering, as Plenipotentiary 
of the Four Year Plan. 

As Reich Minister for Armaments and Munitions end General Pleni- 
potentiary for Armaments under the Four tear Plan, Speer had extensive 
authority over production. His orisinal authority was over construction 
end production of erms for the OKH, This wes progressively expanded to 
include naval armaments, civilian production and finally, on August 1, 
1944, air armement. As the dominent member of the Central Planning 
Board, which hed supreme authority for the scheduling of German production 
and the allocation and development of raw materials, Speer took the 
position thet the Boerd had authority to instruct Sauckel to provide 
laborers for industries under its control and succeeded in sustaining 
this position over the objection of Sauckel., The practice was developed 
under which Speer transmitted to Sauckel an estimate of the total number 
of workers needed, Sauckel obtained the labor end allocated it to the 
various industries in accordance with instructions supplied by Speer. 


Speer knew when he made his demands on Saucke} that they would be 
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supplied by foreign laborers serving under compulsion. He participated 
in conferences involving the extension of the slave labor progrem 

for the purpose of satisfying his demands. He wes present at a 
conference hcld during August 10 end August 12, 1942, with Hitler and 
Sauckel at which it was agreed that Sauckel should bring laborers by 
force from occupied territories where this was necessary to satisfy the 
labor needs of the industries under Speer's control. Speer also attended 
a conference in Hitler's hceedauarters on January 4, 1944, at which the 
decision was made thet Sauckel should obtain "at least 4 million new 
workers from occupied territories" in order to satisfy the demands for 
labor made by Speer, although Sauckel indicated that he could do this 
only with help from Himmler. 

Sauckel continually informed Speer and his representatives that 
foreiz” leborers were being obtained by force. At a meeting of March 1, 
1944, Speer's deputy questioned Sauckel very closcly about his failure 
to live up to the obligation to supply four million workers from 
occupied territories. In some cases Speer demanded laborers from 
specific foreign countries. Thus, et the conference August 10-12, 1942, 
Sauckel was instructed to supply Speer with "a further million Russian 


leborers for the German armament industry up to and including October 


1942." At a meeting of the Central Planning Board on April 22, 1943,

Although Czechoslovakia was not a 
party to the Hague Convention of 1907, the rules of land 
warfare expressed in this fon.ontion are deglaratory of 
existing international law and henes gro applicable, 
hs Protector, von Neurath instituted an admin- 

istration in Bohemia and Moravia 
in Germany. Ihe free political partios and trade 
unions were abolished, 4 groups which might serve as 
opposition were outlawed. Czechoslovakian industry was 
worked into the structure of German wa: production, ana 
exploited for the German war effort. Nazi anti-Semitic 
policies and laws were also introduced. Jews were barred 
from leading positions in Goverrr=nt and busines 

In August 1959, von Neurath issued a proclamation 
warning against any acts of sabotage and stating that 
responsibility for all acts of sabotage is attributed 
not only to individual perpetrators but the entire 
Czech population." When the war broke out on September 1, 


1959, 8,000 prominent Czechs were arrested by the Security 


Police in Bohemia and Moravia and put into protective 


custody, Many of this group died in concentration camps 
as a result of mistreatment. 

In October and November 1939, Czechoslovakian students 
held a series of demonstrations, As a result, on Hitler's 


orders, all universities 
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were closed, 1200 students imprisoned, and the nine leacers 
of the demonstration shot by S,curity Police and SD. 
Neurath testified that he was not informed of this 
in advance, but it was announced by proclamation over his 
signature posted on placards througnout tho Protectorate, 
which he claims, however, was done without his authority. 

On August $1, 1940, von N,urath transmitted to Lammers 
a memorandum which he had prepared dealing with the future 
of the Protectorate, snd a memorandum with his approval 
prepared by Carl Herman "rank c.. the same subject. Both 
dealt with the question of Germanization and proposed 
that the majority of the Czechs might be assimilated 
racially into the Gorman nation. Both advocated the 
elimination of the Czechoslovakian intelligentsia end 
other groups which might resist Germanization, von 
Weurath's by expulsion, Frank's by expulsion or "special 
treatment." 

Von Neurath has argued that the actual enforcement 


the repressive measures was carried out by the Security 


Police and SD who were under the control of his State 


Secretary, Carl Herman Frank, who was appointed at the 
suggestion of Himmler and who, as a Higher SS and Police 
Leader, reported directly to Himmler. Von Neurath further 
argues thet anti-Semitic messi und those resulting in 
economic exploitation wore put into effect in the Protec~ 
torate an the result of policies docidod upon in the Reich. 
However this may be, he served us the chief German official 

in the Protectorate when the «dministration of this terri-

Fritzsche is indicted on Counts One, Three and Four. He 


was dest known ns s radio commentator, discussing once n woek 
the events of the day on his own program, "Hens Fritzsche 
Spe"s,." He began erondcusting in September 1932; 
Snme year he was made the hec | the Wireless News Service, 
a Reich Government agency. When on Moy 1, 1955, this «gency 
was incorporated by the National Socialists into their Reich 
Ministry of Popular Enlightenment and Propaganda, Fritzsche 
pecame a member of the Nazi Party and went to that Mini 
In December 1938 he Dbocnne hend of the Home Press 
of the Ministry; in October 1£42 he was oromoted to the 
of Ministerial Director. After serving briefly on the 
Front in a propaganda company, he was, in Novemper 1942, made 
head of tne Rudio Division of the Propngandn Ministry and 
Plenipotentiary for the Politie Organization of the Grenter 
German Radio, 
Crimes against Peace 

As hend of the Home Press Division, Fritzsche supervised 
the German press of 2,500 ànilv : wspry In pursu»noe of 
this function he held daily press conferences to deliver the 
directives of tho Prooaganin Ministry to these papers. He 
was, however, subordinate to Dietrich, the Reich Press Chief, 
who was in turn n subordinnte of Goebbels, It was Dietrich 
who received the directives to the press cf Goebbels nnd 
other Reich Ministers, nnd prepared them ns instructions, 
which he then hnnded to Fritzsche for the press, 

From time to time, the "Daily Paroles of the Reich 
Press Chief", ns these instructions were labeled, directed

This is the summary of Fritzsche's positions and 
influence in the Third Reich. Never did he achieve suf- 
ficient stature to attend the planning conferences which 
led to aggressive war; indeed according to his own uncon- 
tradicted testimony he never even had a conversation with 
Hitler. Nor is there any showing that he was informed of 
the decisions taken at these co: ‘erences. His activities 
cannot be said to be those which fall within the definition 
of the common plan to wage aggressive war as already set 


forth in this Judgment. 


War Crimes and Crimes a: 

The prosecution has asserted that 
and encouraged the commission of war crimes, by deliberately 
falsifying news to arouse in the German people those passions 
which led them to the commission of atrocities under Counts 
Three and Four. Hs position and official duties wore not 
sufficiently important, however, to infer that he took part 
in originating or formulating propaganda campaigns. 

Excerpts in evidence from his speochos show definite 
anti-Semitism on his part. He broadcast, for example, that 
the war had becn caused by Jews nd said thoir fate hed 


turned out " 


as unpleasant as the  Fuochrer predicted." But 
these speeches did not urge persecution or extermination of 
Jews. ‘here is no evidence that ho was aware of their 
extermination in the East. The evidence moreover shows that 
he twice attempted to have publication of the enti-Sgmtitic 


"Der Stürmor" suppressed, though unsuccessfully. 
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In these broadcasts Tritzsche sometimes spread false 


news, but it was not proved he knew it to be false, For 


exemple, he revorted that no Cerman U-Boat was in the vicinity
